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GAINING EXPERIENCE — A PROBLEM IN THE 
“MITCHELL FAMILY

This problem may be stated as a question, ‘‘Was Thomas 
Mitchell of Block Island identical with Thomas Mitchell, eldesy 
son of Experience and Jane (Cooke) Mitchell?’’ 

The first step is to establish the approximate date of birth of 
each Thomas and see whether these dates are the same. 

The inventory of the estate of Experience Mitchell shows that 
he died in 1689 ‘‘aged about 80 years.’’"’ He was, accordingly, 
born about 1609. Allowing a minimum of 20 years for his age 
when qarried, this leads to the inference that his marriage date 
was after 1629 and that his oldest child was born a few years 
after 1630. Jacob Mitchell has been placed as the third child of 
Experience.) He married Susanna Pope, 7 Nov. 1666.“ 
Hence, he was born a few years before 1646. Allowing two years 
between each child,.this leads us to infer that the eldest child of 
Experience was born before 1642. But this first child was 
Thomas. These data establish the date of birth of this Thomas 
between 1630 and 1642, or about 1636. 

Thomas Mitchell, the first of the name on Block Island, had 
an eldest son Thomas Mitchell, who in turn had an eldest son 
Thomas, who died 29 Mar. 1741 ‘‘in his 59th year.’’"*)® By 
subtraction, the date of his birth was about 1682. It may be 
assumed that his father was at least 20 years old at his birth. 
This means that his father was born before 1662, and that his 
grandfather Thomas was born a few years before 1642, probably 
about 1636. Therefore, as carefully as can be estimated from 
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the dates on record, the dates of births of Thomas Mitchell, son 
of Experience, and of Thomas Mitchell, the colonial pioneer of 
Block Island, are the same. In other words, it is not impossible 
for the first Thomas Mitchell of Block Island to have been the 
son of Experience. 

Now, let us see whether there are any records telling in whole 
or in part the life story of Thomas, son of Experience. 

‘*Thomas first had land of his father at Dartmouth, but relin- 
quished it again to his father 1669, who the same day conveyed 
it to Jacob. There is no farther account of Thomas.’’ These 
are the statements of Nahum Mitchell.“ They are confirmed in 
The Genealogy of Edward Small as to the deeds, but that author- 
ity quotes other deeds which have been verified from the original 
records, and these are of the utmost importance.” On 8 June 
1666, John Cook confirmed the grant of a lot of land to Richard 
Wright and Thomas Mitchell, which had been given to them by 
Francis Cooke. This land consisted of 60 acres of upland with 
meadow pertaining to it, lying near Jones River Meadow.’ On 
1 Aug. 1672, Thomas Mitchell, then of Duxbury, sold his share 
in this grant to the co-owner Richard Wright, and in the deed 
states that the land was given him by his grandfather Francis 
Cooke.’ This clause makes it absolutely certain that it was 
the Thomas Mitchell, son of Experience, who had this grant and 
disposed of it in 1672. 

Another clue, equally important, was hidden away in the 
inventory of the estate of John Dickey of Swansea, a town in 
Massachusetts close to the boundary with Rhode Island and not 
far from Bridgewater and Duxbury. In his will, dated 25 Sept. 
1673, John Dickey calls himself a ‘‘marriner.’’ In the inventory 
of his estate which was taken 9 Oct. 1673, among several debts 
there is mentioned a debt to Thomas Mitchell of Rhode Island.” 

The vital records of Bridgewater, Duxbury, and neighboring 
towns, reliable histories such as the work by Nahum Mitchell, 
and the records of deeds and wills, show that Thomas, son of 
Experience, left no descendants in Massachusetts.) The 
Mitchells in those towns are all identified as descendants of his 
brothers. The deeds quoted above prove that this Thomas did 
not die young. The most reasonable interpretation of these facts 
is that Thomas, son of Experience, lived during his early life in 
Dartmouth and Duxbury, and moved out of Massachusetts in 
1672. The very next year, we find a Thomas Mitchell in Rhode 
Island, to whom John Dickey, a mariner with a home near 
Duxbury, owed a debt. 

Block Island was settled by pioneers from Massachusetts, about 
1661. They came at first chiefly from the towns of Dorchester 
and Braintree.) These towns are not very close to Duxbury 
and there is no indication that Thomas Mitchell came to Block 
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Island from either. He does not appear upon the records at 
Block Island until 8 Jan. 1678, when he is mentioned in the 
proceedings of a town meeting.“®? 

His record at Block Island is not wholly creditable. On 
19 Apr. 1678, he was found guilty of selling liquor to the 
Indians. On 9 Mar. 1680, he was found not guilty of causing 
the death of Ochokomah, an Indian. But he served on several 
juries, and it appears from deeds that he acquired a considerable 
amount of real estate. He was made a freeman in 1684."*) He 
died prior to 6 May 1687, because in the inventory of John 
Williams of Newport, bearing that date, there are listed 20 sheep 
in the keeping of the executors of Thomas Mitchell at Block 
Island.“ 

Mr. Moriarty in his excellent article on Thomas Mitchell of 
Block Island, which has been so freely quoted here with his per- 
mission, suggests that this man may have come to the island 
from New London, where a Thomas Mitchell was a ship- 
builder.“®) An exhaustive search for items of record in regard 
to Thomas Mitchell of New London has been made in the follow- 
ing sources: Caulkins, History of New London; List of Members 
of the First Church of Christ at New London; Colonial records 
of Connecticut, volumes 1 and 2; Original manuscripts on the 
first settlers of Connecticut, by Hinman; Collections of the Con- 
necticut Historical Society, volumes 20, 21, 22, 23; all volumes 
of the Register; all volumes of the Mayflower Descendant; Con- 
necticut Magazine, volumes 10 and 11; Barbour Index of Con- 
necticut Vital Records; Barbour Index of Connecticut Church 
Records ; and manuscripts of the Connecticut Historical Society 
on the early vital records and families of Middletown. Mr. 
Moriarty quotes a deed from the New Shoreham records which 
states that on 22 May 1693, Thomas Mitchell, of New London, 
shipwright, sold to Joshua Raymond, of New Shoreham, the 
eighteen ton ship called the Providence. One of the witnesses 
was a Thomas Mitchell of New Shoreham or Block Island.“ 
Of course this Thomas was a different man from the grantor. 
In fact, this Thomas was a son of the first Thomas of Block 
Island. He was made a freeman in 1690, became a very promi- 
nent man, rising from one municipal and judicial office to 
another. At first thought, his signature as a witness suggests 
some relationship between him and the one who sold the ship. 
But when his official position is considered, it is easy to see that 
the deed was either made out by him or in his presence as a 
Justice, and that the identity of names is merely a rare 
coincidence. 

The only other items that have been found in regard to Thomas 
Mitchell of New London are these. He was a shipwright and in 
1696 had his building yard near the Fort Land.“®) Martha 
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Mitchell was a member of the First Church of Christ at New 
London in 1693."*) Now there was a Thomas Mitchell of Salem, 
Mass., who married, 18 May 1685, Martha Tarbell of Charles- 
town, a daughter of Thomas Tarbell.“°’ There is no later record 
of this Thomas Mitchell in Salem. Of the Thomas Mitchells in 
Charlestown who are described by Wyman"!), the only one who 
possibly could be an element of this problem is Thomas Mitchell, 
son of Thomas and Mary (Moulton) Mitchell. He was born in 
Charlestown, 15 Aug. 1660, was a mariner, bought a house and 
land of Walter Adams at Charlestown in 1687‘), and bought 
land of J. Winslead at Malden in 1701‘*), but the deeds of sale 
were not found. Wyman also states that he died prior to 1703 
and that his father and mother died in Malden in 1709 and 1711 
respectively. It seems quite probable that this Thomas Mitchell 
went from Charlestown to Salem as a young man, there married 
Martha Tarbell of his home town, returned when he purchased 
the land of Walter Adams, but after living in Charlestown a few 
years he went to New London where there is record of him for 
only a short time, and then in 1701 came back to Malden where 
he died soon afterward. Martha Tarbell is not mentioned in 
Wyman’s Charlestown Genealogies, but the family of Thomas 
Tarbell to which she belonged is described as coming there from 
Groton. The records at Salem, New London, Charlestown, and 
Malden are all consistent with this story of the Thomas Mitchell 
whom we first found at New London. 

The point that is most essential to the problem of the Block 
Island Thomas is that there is positively no record of a Thomas 
at New London prior to 1693, and as already proved Thomas of 
Block Island died before 1687. It is therefore impossible for the 
Thomases of New London and Block Island to be identical, and 
there is no evidence of there being any relationship between 
them. 

Even the possibility that Thomas Mitchell of Block Island 
might have come from Newport or Nantucket has been con- 
sidered, but Richard Mitchell, progenitor of the Newport family 
and also of the Nantucket branch was born in England not until 
1686 and had no son Thomas.‘**) So there is not a chance that 
the Block Island man came from Newport or Nantucket. 

Returning now to the history of Experience Mitchell, we find 
that an inventory of his estate was taken 14 May 1689, and his 
will was proved 4 Sept. 1689.°°) According to the records, the 
date of the will is 5 Dec. 1689, but obviously this is an error by 
the clerk who copied a ‘‘9’’ for a ‘‘7,’’ these figures being easily 
misread, and the correct date, without doubt, is 5 Dec. 1687. 
The date could not have been earlier than this. This date makes 
it certain that the will was made after the death of Thomas 
Mitchell of Block Island. 
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The published volume of the Bridgewater Vital Records, the 
Vital Records of Duxbury,‘® and the History of Bridgewater, 
by Nahum Mitchell,‘*") give a very clear picture of the descen- 
dants of Experience Mitchell in Massachusetts. Reviewed in 
brief, his children all by his first wife were: 


i. Thomas, the subject of this article, who does not appear in the 
Plymouth or Massachusetts records after 1673. 
ii. John, living until after 1701, one child by first wife, several children 
by third wife, births of all on record. 
iii. Jacob, killed by Indians leaving three children. 
iv. Edward, no children until 1709, because his first wife was childless. 
v. Elizabeth, wife of John Washburn, eleven children, she survived her 
husband and father. 
vi. Mary, wife of James Shaw, records incomplete. 
vii. Sarah, wife of John Hayward, ten children. 
viii. Hannah, third wife of Joseph Hayward, three children before her 
father’s death. 


Comparing the will of Experience Mitchell with the names of 
his children and grandchildren yields some curious but very 
important results. In his will, he names his two surviving sons 
John and Edward, and his surviving daughters Mary Shaw, 
Sarah Hayward, and Hannah Hayward, but he does not mention 
his deceased son Jacob nor his surviving daughter Elizabeth 
Washburn. Apparently he had over thirty living grandchildren 
in Massachusetts, but he names only three of them. He mentions 
his grandchild Experience, who was a child of his living son John. 
He mentions the grandchildren Thomas and Mary, who were two 
of the three orphan children of his deceased son Jacob. But he 
does not say a word about the other orphan child, his grandson 
Jacob. He had two grandchildren named Mary Mitchell, but 
he makes provision only for the daughter of Jacob and does not 
mention the daughter of John. He mentions no grandchildren 
through his daughters. He names only one of the several grand- 
children through his son John. Elizabeth Washburn, living, and 
Jacob Mitchell, deceased, whom he does not mention in his will, 
have been proved by other documents to be his children, 

The omission of the deceased son Thomas and his children from 
his will is not inconsistent with his omission of his deceased son 
Jacob and the latter’s son Jacob Jr. There is no evidence of the 
death of his granddaughter Mary, daughter of John. The omis- 
sion of Thomas, son of Thomas of Block Island, while he names 
grandson Thomas, son of Jacob, is no more strange than omitting 
grandchild Mary, daughter of John, while he names grandchild 
Mary, daughter of Jacob. Even if the grandchild Mary died 
without record, the large number of other omissions in the will 
shows that there is nothing in this document which is contrary 
to the conclusion that Thomas of Block Island was his son 
Thomas. 
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The records of a great many Thomas Mitchells have been 
examined by the writer. Not one of them can with any justifi- 
cation be considered in this problem except those mentioned in 
this article. After digging for a long time in original records 
and the best of authorities, not an item has been unearthed which 
interrupts the thread of this story. Thomas Mitchell, the eldest 
son of Experience, born about 1636, lived for a time in Duxbury 
and vicinity, but about 1672 went to Rhode Island, settled at 
Block Island or New Shoreham before 1678, and died there 
before 1687, leaving sons and daughters. 

During the search, two erroneous conjectures were found 
which should be corrected. The Mitchell Magazine, edited by 
W. M. Clemens, asserts that Thomas, son of Experience, was born 
in 1627, married Mary Moulton, and settled in Malden. This 
supposition requires that Experience Mitchell be married at the 
extremely youthful age of 17 vears, of which there is no indica- 
tion. It is also contrary to the deeds quoted in some of the 
early paragraphs of this article above, and to the conclusions of 
this article, supported by records in several places, that this 
couple were the parents of Thomas Mitchell of New London. 

The manuscript genealogy of the Descendants of Francis 
Cooke says that Thomas, son of Experience, was a minister in 
Scituate. The vital and church records of Scituate contain no 
reference to Thomas Mitchell nor to anyone who could have been 
his child. The supposition that he was a minister there may 
have been based on the fact that a Thomas Mighill was the 
minister of the second church, 1680-1689, but he came from 
Rowley and was in no way connected with the Mitchell family. * 

The events and relationships to which all of these documents 
and records point are these: Thomas Mitchell of Block Island 
and Thomas, son of Experience, have the same birth date. 
Thomas, son of Experience, did not die young, did not die in 
Massachusetts, and did not leave any children in Massachusetts. 
He left Duxbury shortly before a Thomas Mitchell settled at 
Block Island. These men appear to be identical. Every item of 
evidence that has been found after years of search indicates that 
Thomas Mitchell of Block Island was the son of Experience and 
Jane (Cooke) Mitchell. By gaining Experience as an ancestor, 
through his wife Jane Cooke, all the descendants of Thomas may 
claim a Mayflower line.

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I. Brewster Traditions 


Perhaps no question in American genealogy has been more 
controversial than that of the parentage of Rev. Nathaniel 
Brewster of Brookhaven, Long Island. Before presenting new 
evidence which has been found, it will be enlightening to examine 
briefly the claims that have been made in the past. 

Silas Wood in the manuscript, now in the Library of Con- 
gress,* written about 1824, of his History of Long Island, which 
was published in 1826, stated that the ancestry of Nathaniel 


Brewster and his connections were obscure. In 1829 the second

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edition of Wood’s History at page 47 states that he ‘‘tradition- 
ally married Sarah Ludlow’’ and that the family reported to 
him that the Rev. Nathaniel was the nephew of the Elder William 
Brewster. 

It is therefore evident that between 1824 and 1829 Mr. Wood 
received information from members of the family, and undoubt- 
edly the 1829 account is an honest rendition of what he was told. 
This is borne out by the first edition of Benjamin F. Thompson’s 
History of Long Island, published in 1839. Mr. Thompson was 
born in 1784; had a half-brother who received Ludlow for a 
middle name; and on page 276 of his History referred to Samuel 
Thompson [husband of Hannah Brewster] as his great-grand- 
father. There is every reason to suppose that he was well 
acquainted with the family tradition in the form in which it was 
then current. 

On page 267, Mr. Thompson stated that Rev. Nathaniel 
Brewster was settled in Brookhaven in 1665; that he ‘‘was a 
nephew of Elder William Brewster’’; and, quite definitely, on 
the following page, that ‘‘ his wife was Sarah, daughter of Roger 
Ludlow, Esq.’’ Then, on page 285, he qualifies one of these 
statements by saying that Rev. Nathaniel ‘‘is supposed to have 
been a nephew of Elder William Brewster.’’ 

Between 1839, when Nathaniel was ‘“‘supposed’’ to have been 
a nephew of William Brewster, and 1843, when the second edi- 
tion of Mr. Thompson’s History was published, he had come to 
‘‘suppose’’ Nathaniel to have been William’s grandson. The 
following are Thompson’s 1843 statements | Vol. 1, p. 421]: 
‘*Rev. Nathaniel Brewster, the first installed minister of this 
church |Brookhaven], is supposed to be the son of Jonathan, 
and grandson of elder, William Brewster of Plymouth. He 
graduated in the first class of Harvard College in 1642, and if 
born at Plymouth, was the first native American who received 
the honors of that institution ...... he came here in 1665, 
where his sons John, Timothy and Daniel had been settled some 
years before. His death took place Dec. 18, 1690, aged 70.”’ 

‘*His wife Sarah, it is asserted, was a daughter of the Hon. 
Roger Ludlow ...... |p. 422]. They had, it is supposed, 
no other children than the three sons above named, and one 
daughter, Hannah, who first married John Muncey, and for her 
second husband Samuel Thompson, son of John, one of the first 
settlers of Setauket.’’ And, in a footnote, referring to Jonathan 
Brewster, ‘‘His daughter Hannah, married John Thompson in 
1656, and died at Setauket, Oct. 4, 1687.”’ 

This 1843 account contains some positive misstatements. In 
fairness to Mr. Thompson, it should be remembered, first, that 
he was an historian rather than a genealogist, and second, that 
genealogy was then in its infancy, without standards of docu- 
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mentation, and with few record sources accessible to the student. 
We may say at once, that Nathaniel’s three sons did not precede 
him to Brookhaven. John’s name does not appear at all in 
Brookhaven records, and there is every reason to believe that he 
remained in England. Daniel, we now know, was born in 1662, 
hence could hardly have settled in Brookhaven ‘‘several years’’ 
before his father was installed there in 1665; and Timothy was 
probably not many years older than Daniel. As for Nathaniel 
having no other children than the three sons and daughter 
Hannah, a daughter Abigail can be proved, and there is good 
evidence for a daughter Dinah, not to mention other daughters 
who have been attributed to him, with more or less probability. 
The asserted marriage of Jonathan Brewster’s alleged daughter 
Hannah to John Thompson in 1656 will be reserved for later 
consideration ; here we shall merely state, ipse dirit, that John 
Thompson’s only known wife of record was named Mary, not 
Hannah. The evidence will be forthcoming. 

For all these mistakes, it will be noted that Mr. Thompson 
was cautious in many of his statements; Nathaniel was ‘‘sup- 
posed’’ to be son of Jonathan; he was ‘‘supposed’’ to have no 
other children than those named; his wife, ‘‘it is asserted,’’ was 
daughter of Roger Ludlow. Just what caused Mr. Thompson, 
between 1839 and 1843, to change his opinion of Nathaniel 
Brewster’s origin and to make him grandson instead of nephew 
of Elder William, we are quite unable to determine, and shall 
not attempt to speculate. Whether as a result of his own 
amateur research, or through acceptance of the romantic theoriz- 
ing of some forgotten antiquarian of that early day, Mr. Thomp- 
son did change and add to his original beliefs. We wish to 
emphasize the nature of the original tradition, which was merely 
that Nathaniel Brewster was supposed to be a nephew of 
William, and that his wife was Sarah Ludlow. That is clearly 
established by reference to the second edition of Wood’s History, 
and to the first edition of Thompson’s History. 

This separation of the original tradition from the adhesions 
which later became affixed to it is rendered all the more impor- 
tant because of the statements made in ‘‘A brief Genealogical 
Notice of the Thompson Family,’’ in the second volume of the 
1843 edition of Mr. Thompson’s History, pages 425-427. This 
account was severely criticized by John Denison Champlin in 
The New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, Volume 
46, pages 4-9, and was noticed by the present writer in The 
American Genealogist, Volume 11, pages 184-189. It is not 
requisite here to repeat these criticisms, especially as in a later 
chapter we shall give an account of the early Thompsons of 
Brookhaven, based on contemporary record sources. Here we 
shall only point out a few of the mistakes in this account. 
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‘‘John Thompson |erroneously called son of Rey. William of 
Braintree] came to Long Island in 1656 [error, he came in 
a His wife was Hannah, daughter of Jonathan 
Brewster, a son of elder William Brewster...... and sister 
of the Rev. Nathaniel Brewster |error, his wife was Mary] ...... 
She was accompanied to Setauket by three nephews, sons of her 
brother last named, John, Timothy and Daniel Brewster [error, 
see above]...... He died Oct. 14, 1688 [error, he was living 
1691], leaving three sons, William, Anthony and Samuel, and 
several daughters.’’ Then follows the inaccurate account of 
the eldest son William, identifying him as William of Stoning- 
ton, Conn., and attributing to him a wife Ruth Avery and twenty 
children, not specified by name. ‘‘Samuel, the youngest son, 
born March 4, 1668, was, by occupation, a farmer. In 1706 he 
married Hannah, daughter of the Rev. Nathaniel Brewster above 
mentioned, and widow of John Muncy, son of Francis. ..... 
She was, of course, his cousin. Her mother, Sarah Brewster, 
was a daughter of the celebrated Roger Ludlow, Esq....... 
Hannah, wife of Samuel Thompson, was born May 19, 1679, and 
received a superior education for that period. His death took 
place July 14, 1749, and that of his wife Nov. 17, 1755.”’ 

In the above account, Mr. Thompson no longer ‘‘supposes,’ 
but states the double Brewster connection of the Thompson 
family, and the identity of Sarah Ludlow, as facts. In view of 
the many palpable errors in the account, we may be pardoned 
for hesitancy in accepting these assertions as facts, unless sus- 
tained by other evidence. 

The third edition of Thompson’s History, to jump down to 
modern times, was edited by Charles J. Werner and published 
in three volumes in 1918. In Volume II, at page 310, practically 
the same statements regarding Rev. Nathaniel Brewster and his 
supposed Mayflower descent are repeated from the second edi- 
tion, except that after the clause ‘‘if born at Plymouth,’’ we 
now find the caution, ‘‘which is not probable.’’ But when we 
come to the account of the Thompson family [ Vol. III, pp. 292- 
302], we find many alterations and additions. Anthony now 
becomes a brother, instead of son, of John Thompson, and both 
are ‘‘supposed to be sons of the said Anthony of New Haven,’’— 
not a bad guess, since the same names are found in the New 
Haven family, but unfortunately abstracts of the wills of the 
New Haven Thompsons were published in 1912 [The New Eng- 
land Hist. and Gen. Register, Vol. 66, pp. 199, 200] which prove 
the impossibility of this theory. We find in this revised account 
some dates which are difficult to understand. John Thompson 
was ‘‘born June 3, 1609...... married, June 12, 1663, Han- 
nah, daughter of Jonathan, and granddaughter of Elder William 
Brewster ..... . died, aged seventy-nine, October 14, 1688. 
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He left sons William ...... and Samuel, and a daughter 
Elizabeth, who married Job Smith of Smithtown, L, I.’’ 

The date of John’s birth is obviously too early; the name of 
his wife remains Hannah, though the records show it was Mary ; 
the date of the marriage has been set forward from 1656 to a 
precise date in 1663, and the same erroneous date of death 
appears. The same unacceptable statements are made regarding 
the history of the eldest son William; and then we read: 
*“‘Samuel Thompson... . . . was born March 4, 1668, . 
died in Setauket, July 14, 1749, aged eighty-one. ...... He 
married, November 6, 1709, Hannah, widow of Mr. John Muncey, 
and daughter of the Rev. Nathaniel Brewster, who was, of course, 
his cousin-german. Her mother was a daughter of the Hon. 
Roger Ludlow. ...... The wife of Mr. Thompson was born 
May 19, 1679, married John Muncy January 16, 1703, who died 
June 12, 1707. She died November 7, 1755.’’ 

Some of these dates come from the second edition of Thomp- 
son’s History, but the source of other dates is a mystery. 
Hannah Brewster’s date of marriage to Samuel] Thompson has 
been set ahead from 1706 to 1709. Reference is made to grave- 
stones of these people at Setauket ; but as they are modern stones, 
erected by pious descendants, they cannot be considered as evi- 
dential so far as accuracy of dates is concerned. The difficulty 
is that John Muncy, son of Francis, was born at Ipswich, Mass., 
24 Oct. 1660; the family moved to Brookhaven, where Francis 
died, and our John Thompson was one of the guardians of John 
Muncy and his brother Samuel; John Muncy died at Brook- 
haven, ‘‘upon ye 19th day of Feby., 1690/1,’’ administration 
was granted to his widow Hannah, 18 July 1691, and his son 
John and brother Samuel were mentioned [W. S. Pelletreau, 
Early Long Island Wills, p. 14].* 

We submit that Hannah Brewster, if born on 19 May 1679, as 
stated, could not have been the widow of John Muncy, son of 
Francis, with a child, on 19 Feb. 1690/1, when she would have 
been under twelve years old. On the other hand, it is hardly 
conceivable that John Muncy, Jr., was old enough to marry a 
woman who was born in 1679; and, as-a matter of fact, the 
younger John Muncy settled in Hempstead, where he had a wife 
and children. It may also be noted that Samuel Thompson 
received a gift of land from his father on 16 June 1691 [{ Records 
of the Town of Brookhaven, B, pp. 299, 300], which was four 
months after the real date of death of John Muncy. Such a 
gift was often made when a young man was planning to marry, 
and it is quite possible that Samuel Thompson was then engaged

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to marry the widow Hannah (Brewster) Muncy. But if so, the 
alleged dates of birth of Hannah Brewster, of her marriage to 
John Muncy, of John Muncy’s death, and of her marriage to 
Samuel Thompson, are impossible and will all have to be set back 
about fifteen years to bring them into harmony with facts estab- 
lished by contemporary records. 

In view of this strange situation, we can only feel that the 
posthumous edition of Thompson’s History has increased, rather 
than diminished, the genealogical difficulties, and that we cannot 
accept more than the early, unembellished traditions. 

To return now to the year 1860, when James Savage published 
the first volume of his Genealsgical Dictionary of New England, 
stating on page 244 under Francis Brewster of New Haven: 
‘‘He may well seem to have been f. of Nathaniel, gr. in the first 
class at H. C. 1642, and of Joseph.’’ On page 245, he gives 
Nathaniel Brewster, ‘‘New Haven, one of the earliest gr. of 
Harv. prob. s. of Francis,’’ and credits his marriage to Sarah, 
daughter of Roger Ludlow. 

The scholarly J. L. Sibley, in the first volume of Graduates 
of Harvard Umiversity, published in 1873, politely gave his 
opinion thus: ‘‘ Rev. Nathaniel Brewster, B.A., if a son of Jona- 
than and grandson of the distinguished Elder William Brewster, 
and born at Plymouth in Plymouth Colony, was the first native 
who received a collegiate education in America. But it is more 
reasonable to suppose that he was the son of Francis Brewster, 
of New Haven.’’ 

In 1908 Mrs. Emma C. B. Jones published her Brewster 
Genealogy, which left the descendants of Nathaniel without a 
limb to cling to in the family tree of Elder William. She wrote: 
‘‘The problem upon which numerous genealogists have been 
working for many years concerning the parentage of Rev. 
Nathaniel Brewster of Brookhaven, L. I., has not been solved.’’ 

Then in 1915 John Denison Champlin made a devastating 
attack on many of the statements in Thompson’s History, and 
set forth much of the circumstantial evidence pointing to a con- 
nection between Nathaniel and Francis Brewster |N. Y. Gen. 
and Biog. Record, vol. 46, pp. 4-9]. 

In the second chapter of the present article, we shall there- 
fore turn to Francis Brewster of New Haven and consider the 
circumstantial evidence for connecting him with Nathaniel. 
Before embarking on that study, we shall present a piece of 
documentary evidence, now published, we believe, for the first 
time, which is based on the recollections of a great-granddaughter 
of Rev. Nathaniel Brewster. This account was set on paper by 
Joseph B. Roe, who recorded the recollections of his grand- 
mother, Deborah (Brewster) Roe (1741-1832), who in turn 
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obtained the earlier part of her account from her own grand- 
mother, Mary (Hawkins) Brewster, wife of one of the sons of 
Rev. Nathaniel Brewster. 


Brewster* 


Joseph B. Roe’s notes of what Grandmother Roe informed him. 

My Paternal Ancestry, as given me by my aged and beloved grandmother, 
Deborah Brewster Roe, a few years before her death. Her memory of all 
the events and circumstances of her early life and all that she read or 
heard is astonishing. 

She told me that the account which she gave me of our earliest ancestors 
in this country she received from her own grandmother, Mary Hawkins 
Brewster, when she was twelve years of age. The account is as follows: 

The Rev. Nathaniel Brewster, who was a dissenting minister in England, 
married Hannah Ludlow and some time after they fled from persecution in 
England, to America for liberty to worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences. They first landed at the foot of Mt. Misery, a 
very high peak of land, and climbed to its top in order to view the country: 
wearied with the toilsome journey Mr. Brewster exclaimed, ‘‘What a 
mountain of misery,’’ thus giving it the name which it still bears. From 
the top of this hill, they discovered the beautiful bay of Drown Meadows 
lately called Port Jefferson. On this bay they finally settled, at the head 
of its south branch in a place called Setauket, a new and thinly peopled 
country. 

The Rev. Nathaniel Brewster formed the first Presbyterian church in the 
Town of Brookhaven, Suffolk County, State of New York. The date of 
this event I have not been able to learn, but it must have been early in 
the history of Long Island where its scenes are located. 

The descendants of this minister were for many generations among the 
most worthy and respectable in the community. Now in 1848 I know very 
little about them. 

The children of the said Nathaniel and Hannah Brewster are, Daniel, 
Timothy, Dinah and Deborah. 

Timothy Brewster married Mary Hawkins. They were grandparents of 
my grandmother. Their children were Nathaniel, Joseph, Timothy, Mary, 
Sarah, Abigail and Dinah. 

Joseph Brewster married Ruth Briscoe. Their children were Ruth Brewster 
who married Ansalem Helm, Joseph married Rebecca Mills, Mary Brewster 
and Sarah Brewster.t John Roe, Daniel Roe and Zechariah Hawkins, 
(These are my grandparents.) 

This brings grandmother’s ancestry down to herself, including four gen- 
erations. Her only brother, Joseph Brewster, was a wealthy and much 
respected man, as well as venerable for his age when I visited him, when 
a child, with my parents. Grandmother outlived her brother, and all her 
sisters, dying at the advanced age of 90 years 3 months and 23 days, 
January 3, 1832. She also outlived grandfather several years. She had 
twelve children of whom my father was the second. She was a woman of 
good judgment and education. She possessed great fortitude, patience and 
equanimity of mind, although she was slender and delicate in person.

t The account of Joseph Brewster’s family seems to be incomplete; Deborah herself 
belongs there, but seems to have been taken for granted. 
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It will be noted that this account was written in the first 
person by the grandson of Deborah (Brewster) Roe. We do not 
know how much of his grandmother’s recollections he wrote 
down at the time, but presumably he did make a written note 
of what she told him in the 1820’s (‘‘a few years before her 
death’’), and then wrote it out more formally many years later 
(‘‘now in 1848’’). The importance of this account cannot be 
over-estimated, because it is a direct statement of what Mrs. Roe 
knew of her own knowledge, or had been told by older members 
of the family, subject only to the imperfections of memory. The 
family knowledge and tradition had not been ‘‘spoiled’’ by mix- 
ture with the results of modern amateur research or speculation. 

Mrs. Roe’s memory was at fault as to the first name of 
Nathaniel’s wife, which in several contemporary records was 
Sarah, not Hannah. She did not know that Nathaniel had been 
in this country before, nor that he was a graduate of Harvard. 
She did not know of the exalted parentage of Nathaniel’s wife; 
apparently the name Ludlow meant nothing in particular to her, 
except that it was the name of her great-grandmother. That of 
course increases the evidential value of the traditional statement. 
She did not know of Nathaniel’s son John, who probably did 
not come to New England; nor of Nathaniel’s daughter Abigail, 
who married and died at an early age. Strangely enough, she 
did not include Hannah, the ancestress claimed by the Thompson 
family. 

But she did name two daughters of Nathaniel, Dinah and 
Deborah, whose names, so far as we are aware, have never 
appeared in any printed account. Turning to the recently 
printed Records of the Town of Brookhaven | Volume B, p. 3], 


we find this record: 
1685 


Joseph Tooker was married to Dinah bruster the 6th day of aperell at 
nien 

A Dinah Brewster married at Brookhaven so early as 1685 
could hardly belong to a later generation, and presumptively 
must have been a daughter of Rev. Nathaniel. The fact that 
Mrs. Roe mentioned Dinah among the children of Rev. Nathaniel 
both confirms this supposition, and sustains the evidential value 
of Mrs. Roe’s account. 


II. Francis Brewster of New Haven 


Francis Brewster of New Haven had a family of nine in the 
1641 list, indicating that he had several children |New Haven 
Colony Rec. 1-93]. He was one of the few who were credited 
with an estate of £1000, the only wealthier settler being 
Theophilus Eaton, the Governor. He was referred to as ‘‘Mr.,’’ 
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and his wife Lucey was called ‘‘Mrs.’’ It is supposed that he 
was one of those lost on Lamberton’s ship, known as the ‘‘ Phan- 
tom Ship.’’ He had an interest of £50 in the ship, and the total 
of the inventory of the estate, taken 30 Dec. 1647, came to 
£555.6.2; on 1 Feb. 1647/8, ‘‘Mr. Pell brought in and deliuered 
to the courte an inventorie of his wives estate, left by her late 
husband, Mr. Francis Brewster, wch was read and deliuered to 
the secretarie to be recorded’’ |New Haven Colony Ree. 1-362}. 
‘*Mrs. Brewster’’ had a prominent place (the third seat) in the 
seating of the meeting-house, 10 Mar. 1646/7, and married 
Thomas Pell between that date and 7 Dee. 1647 |7b., 1-303, 343}. 

The only Brewster children mentioned in New England 
records were a son Joseph, a youth who on 6 Oct, 1645 confessed 
to drinking sack in his father’s cellar, and on 4 Aug. 1646 was 
old enough to be a member of the train band |7b., 1-170, 264] ; 
and daughters Elizabeth and Mary Brewster who testified, 13 
May 1654, in the Staples slander suit in behalf of Roger Ludlow, 
the absent defendant [7b., 2-81, 82, 85]. ‘‘Luce Pell, the wife 
of Thomas Pell,’’ also gave testimony in this trial, and one wit- 
ness referred to ‘‘M**. Pell and her two daughters.’’ 

In Aspinwall Notarial Reeords, p. 45, an entry was made 
under date of 30. (9) 1646: ‘‘An Attest unto a Copie of a Cer- 
tificate of the Major [Mayor] of Bristoll under his hand & the 
seale of the Citty wherein Joseph Perry testifieth uppd oath 
that he was p"sent & a witnes when John Oliver late of Bristoll 
now of Newberry (9 April 1639) did seal & dd unto Richard 
Aldworth & John Yong a bill of 60° sterl for the paym*‘ of 
35, 3°, 6%. curt English money uppon the 29" of Sept 1641. 
next ensueing. Also a Copie of the said Bill. Also a Copie of 
Richard Aldworth & John Yongs tre* to M' Brewster to Receive 
the said Bill of the widdow of John Oliver. Also ffrancis 
Brewsters tre* to M" Gerish that married the said widdow for 
the payment of it to M" ffrancis Norton.’’ 

A series of documents are found in Aspinwall Notarial Records 
(pages 245-248) which show that John Cadle of Bristol, pew- 
terer, gave a note to Ambrose Adlam of Bristol, pewterer, 3 Oct. 
1639 ; that Adlam assigned the note to Thomas Shewell of Bristol, 
draper, as attorney to collect for the use and behoof ‘‘of one 
ffrancis Brewster of Newhaven in the New Engl. Chirurgeon,’’ 
3 Mar. 1640/1; and that on 6 Oct. 1649 ‘‘Tho Pell of Newhavé 
Chirurg: who married Lucie late wife of ffrancis Brewster of 
Newhaven did constitute Nathaniel Brewster of Walderswick 
{should be Walberswick] in the Count of Suffolke in the Domin. 
of Eng. his true & lawful Att" granting him power to aske &e: 
of John Cadle of the City of Bristoll pewterer’’ etc. for payment 


* letter. 
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of this obligation which was due to Francis Brewster through 
assignment. 

These records prove that Francis Brewster was a chirurgeon, 
hence probably a member of the barber surgeon’s guild in Eng- 
land; also that he had business dealings with people in Bristol, 
Eng. It should also be noted that Thomas Pell who married 
the widow of Francis Brewster appointed Nathaniel] Brewster 
(then in England) his attorney to collect a debt that was owing 
to Francis. 

After the return of Nathaniel Brewster to this country, the 
town of New London wished to secure him for their minister, 
and the following record is found in Miss Caulkins’ History of 
New London, p. 138, under date of 10 July 1665, in Town 
Meeting: ‘‘If it be your myndes yt Mr. James Rogers shall goe 
in the behalf of the town to Mr. Brewster to give him a call and 
to know whether he will come to us to be minister, and yt he 
shall intercead to Mr. Pell first to be helpful to us herein, mani- 
fest it by lifting up your hands. Voted.’’ 

So not only did Nathaniel Brewster act as Dr. Pell’s attorney 
in England, but Pell’s influence with him was so strong and so 
well known that the New London people thought it best to ask 
Dr. Pell to be helpful in inducing Mr. Brewster to accept their 
eall. And Dr. Pell had married the widow of Francis Brewster. 
It should be remembered also that Nathaniel Brewster’s son 
Daniel named a son Francis. There is further circumstantial 
evidence in the will of Dr. Pell, recorded both in Fairfield and 
in New York. I have personally abstracted the following from 
Fairfield Probate Records, vol. 2, p. 42. 

The will of Thomas Pell, dated 21 Sept. 1669, proved 30 Sept. 
1669; he has been denied natural issue of his body; God has 
taken to himself my beloved wife Luzy; nephew John Pell in 
old England, only son of my only brother John Pell, ‘‘ Docter 
of devinety,’’ which he had by his first wife ; brother John Pell’s 
daughters; if my brother hath a son or sons by his last wife. 
To Abigail Bur the wife of Daniel Bur the best bed, silver 
spoons, ete. To Daniel Bur all my horses and colts in New 
England and New York, excepting mares and mare colts. To 
my son ffrench; to Nathaniell ffrench; to Elizabeth White; to 
Mary White; to Nathaniel White. He remembers servants and 
forgives four poor men their debts. Daniell Bur and John 
Banks to be Executors. 

Since Dr. Pell had no children, the son French mentioned 
could not have been his own son-in-law, but must have been son- 
in-law of Mrs, Lucy Brewster-Pell. In other words, one of the 
daughters who were living with the Pells in Fairfield at the 
time of the Staples trial had married a French; Nathaniel 
French was presumably her son. Following the analogy, Eliza- 
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beth, Mary and Nathaniel White were probably children of the 
other Brewster girl. The Brewster girls, it will be remembered, 
were named Elizabeth and Mary, and here are the same names. 
It seems highly probable that these smaller legatees, who were 
not called relatives of Dr. Pell, were relatives of his wife. If 
this conjecture is correct, and if Rev. Nathaniel was a son of 
Francis Brewster, then he had two sisters who named a son 
Nathaniel after him. 

Daniel Burr’s marriage to Abigail ‘‘Bruster’’ is recorded at 
Stamford, and their two children were called grandchildren in 
the will of Rev. Nathaniel Brewster. The valuable legacy to 
Abigail Burr was therefore to the granddaughter of Dr. Pell’s 
wife, if Nathaniel Brewster was son of Francis. The Burrs lived 
in Fairfield, and Mrs. Abigail (Brewster) Burr may have been 
helpful there to her grandmother and to her stepgrandfather 
Pell, which would explain the valuable legacy given to her and 
her husband. Dr. Pell had no children of his own, as his will 
specifically informs us; his brother lived in England and prob- 
ably he had not seen him for many years; he did give most of 
his estate to his next of kin, but it was entirely natural that he 
should remember local relatives of his wife—her grandchildren 
if these conjectures are correct. They explain all the known 
facts, and present a unified picture —all the pieces fit neatly 
into place. If these conjectures are not correct, then we have a 
number of startling but meaningless coincidences, and a number 
of isolated facts for which there is no apparent explanation. 

There is one further clue in New Haven Colony Records 
(vol, 1, p. 173) to the origin of Francis Brewster; one Bamfeild 
Bell was reproved for singing profane songs, ete., 4 Nov. 1645, 
and punishment having been ordered, ‘‘Mrs. Brewster intreated 
the Court that the execution of the sentence may be respited till 
her husband come home, because he is her husbands kinsman.’’ 
We must therefore find a place in England where the names 
Brewster and Bell both occur, and probably also Bamfield, since 
that was a surname used as a given name. Young Bell does not 
appear further, and probably returned to England. Joseph 
Brewster, son of Francis, who testified against his kinsman in 
this case, does not appear again, and probably returned also. 

The notarial records above quoted pointed obviously to Bristol, 
England, as a place where Francis Brewster of New Haven had 
lived, and research was therefore undertaken there. Bamfield 
Bell was not found, but the surname Bell occurs frequently in 
Bristol reeords, and a James Bell was living in Bristol Castle 
econtemporaneously with our Francis Brewster and had children 
baptized at the same church, Bampfield was a ‘‘ west country”’ 
name, and there was a manorial family of the name in a 
neighboring county. 
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The results of the English research, to be set forth in the next 
chapter, will prove: (1) that Francis Brewster of New Haven 
was son of an earlier Francis, who lived in Bristol Castle first 
as collector of rents for Sir John Stafford, the constable, and 
later as lessee of the Castle under the Crown, by royal grant of

The identity of Thomas Osborne, an early settler of New 
Haven, Conn., will be established by the following records. It 
has long been known that he was a tanner and that he had sons 
named Thomas (born 1622 by stated age at death), Jeremy or 
Jeremiah, John, Stephen, Joseph, and Benjamin (born in New 
Haven). The recent discovery shows that a Thomas Osborne, 
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also a tanner, had the following sons baptized at Ashford, Kent: 
Thomas (1622), Jeremy, Richard (died young), John, Stephen, 
and Joseph, the last-named born 1636, after which Thomas and 
his family disappear from English records. The identity of 
trade, and five sons with identical names, born at suitable dates, 
cannot be dismissed as coincidental, and we feel no hesitancy in 
claiming that we have here the origin of the American family.

3. THOMAS OsBoRNE, baptism not found, but born probably 
1594-5, as his cousin Thomas (baptized 4 Apr. 1595), son of his 
uncle John, was probably the ‘‘nephew Thomas Osborne the 
vounger’’ named in Jeremy’s will. Jeremy’s son Thomas was 
therefore probably a trifle older. The question is whether it 
was this Thomas or his cousin who was the emigrant. The eir- 
cumstantial evidence favors the son of Jeremy. John Osborne 
was a tanner, but we do not know whether his son Thomas fol- 
lowed that trade or not. We do know from Jeremy’s will that 
his son Thomas was a tanner. The names which Thomas 
bestowed on his sons are evidential. If he was son of Jeremy, 
the eldest son was named Thomas for himself, the next Jeremy 
for his father, the next Richard for his brother, the next John, 
perhaps for his uncle, the next Stephen, a favorite Puritan name, 
and Joseph, his last child born in England, for his brother. If 
the father of these sons was the son of John, he waited until his 
fourth son to name one for his father. 

Thomas Osborne married at Ashley, 18 Jan. 1621/2, Mary 
GoOATLY, whose parentage has not been learned. She was prob- 
ably related to his uncle Edward’s wife. After 1636, the family 
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disappears from Ashford. When Richard Osborne made his 
will in 1646, he provided for his own children, and made children 
of his brother Joseph his contingent heirs. Probably that was 
because Joseph was his eldest brother. He did not mention his 
brother Thomas or the children of Thomas. That may be 
explained by the removal of Thomas to New England. 

Thomas Osborne was an early but not original signer of the 
Covenant at New Haven. He was the Colony tanner in 1643. 
The young Thomas [his son| was old enough to testify and train 
in 1646. In 1649 Thomas Sr. and his son John were fined. Jere- 
miah was old enough to train in 1649, and to be father of his 
first child in 1652. New Haven Town Records (vol. 1, p. 472) 
give in full the deed from Thomas Osburne, Sr., of Easthampton, 
tanner, to his son Jeremiah Osburne of New Haven, tanner, of 
his house and tan yard in New Haven, dated 17 May 1660. 

East Hampton Town Records show that Thomas settled there 
by 1651 [1-14] ; that he was father of Thomas Jr. |1-84]; and 
that he was Patentee in 1667 [1-253]. The last we hear of him 
in East Hampton was on 2 Nov. 1677 (not 1687, as sometimes 
given), when he gave his house and homelot there to his son 
Benjamin [1-406]. He probably did not survive much longer, 
and presumably lived with his youngest son Benjamin until his 
death. 

Thomas Jr. was granted land in East Hampton, 1651; was 
Constable, 1658; Sergeant, 1665; sold lands and bought the Bond 
property, 1668; was still called Jr, in 1678, also in 1680 when 
Overseer, but he appears without the distinguishing designation 
in 1686 when Trustee [1-16, 149, 225, 292, 296, 423; 2-88, 194]. 

John was granted a home lot at East Hampton, Feb. 1655/6; 
testified with Rebecca Osborn, 1658, but whether his wife or 
sister the record does not show; was Constable 1663 and 1666; 
Patentee, 1667; and exchanged land laid out to his father, 
Thomas Sr., 1668 [1-91, 120, 200, 225, 243, 253, 300]. He died 
by 1687 | Records at Riverhead}. 

Stephen was made freeman at East Hampton, Jan. 1657/8; 
Townsman, 1662; sold with wife Sarah, 1666, the deed being 
witnessed by Jeremiah Osborn, and the acknowledgment being 
witnessed by Thomas and John Osborn [1-119, 197, 246]. He 
removed to Elizabethtown, N. J., and his will, 12 July 1694, 
proved 20 July 1698, mentioned his brother Joseph Osborn [N. J. 
Archives, 21-287]. 

Benjamin at East Hampton was called brother of Joseph,

CAPT. WILLIAM CLARK’S SECOND WIFE

Capt. William? Clark, son of Lieut. William and Sarah 
(————) Clark, born July 3, 1656, at Dorchester, Mass., died 
May 9, 1725, at Lebanon, Conn., was twice married. His first 
wife, Hannah Strong, is easily identified. He married second, 
Jan. 31, 1694/5, Mary Smith, who died at Lebanon, Apr. 23, 
1748, aged 86 years [Strong Genealogy, page 1468]. Her par- 
entage, long sought, has been proved by records published in 
recent volumes of THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST. The following 
records are offered in evidence: 

1. A deed 28 Oct. 1715 from ‘‘ William Clark and Mary Clark 
of y® Town of Lebanon in y* County of New London, to our 
brother Timothy Smith of Milford, all Right to lands formerly 
belonging to our hon ffather Benjamin Smith of Milford.’’

2. Marriage of Benjamin Smith, son of William, of Hunting- 
ton, 26 Oct. 1660, to Mary Baldwin, daughter of Timothy of 
Milford.

3. Birth records of Mary Smith, daughter of Benjamin, 14 
Mar. 1662 [/bid., vol. 9, p. 104], and of Timothy Smith, son of 
Benjamin, 6 Novy.

These records prove that Capt. Clark’s second wife, Mary 
Smith, who died at Lebanon, Conn., Apr. 23, 1748, aged 86 years, 
was identical with Mary Smith, born at Milford, Conn., Mar, 14, 
1662, daughter of Benjamin and Mary (Baldwin) Smith.

The Descendants of Leonard and Susanna (Dickinson) Goodrich. Com- 
piled by Francis Lee Dewey Goodrich. Ann Arbor, Mich., Edwards 
Brothers, Inc., 1935. 24 pp. [apply]. 

This is a supplement to The Goodrich Family in America 
(1889), compiled by L. W. Case, and records the descendants of 
the three sons of Leonard Goodrich (no, 261 in Dr. Case’s book). 

The first fourteen pages of this attractive pamphlet are devoted 
to the genealogical record. The remaining ten pages contain 
biographical sketches of the first eight generations of the direct 
descent of the compiler. It is to be regretted that he did not 
include a similar sketch of his own father, the late Rev. Edward 
Payson Goodrich, of the ninth generation. The Rev. E. P. Good- 
rich died last year, beloved by all who knew him, after more 
than half a century’s service as a Presbyterian minister. 

The book has been lithoprinted from a typescript by Edwards 
Brothers, and published in an edition of 100 copies. The lack 
of an index is not felt in so slender a volume. 


Descendants of Michael Webber of Falmouth, Maine, and of Gloucester, 
Massachusetts. By George Walter Chamberlain, M.S., with a preface by 
Winslow L. Webber. Webber Foundation, 56 Whiting Road, Wellesley 
Hills, Mass. 1935. 78 pp. $3.00. 

This is an excellent example of a well documented genealogy, 
for the compiler, in tracing the descendants of Michael Webber, 
has quoted from official records, published documents, news- 
papers, private papers and letters. There is sufficient quotation 
to indicate the activities of the various members of the family, 
and not enough to make the book tedious. 

Mr. Winslow Webber’s preface contains a sound statement of 
the reason for interest in genealogy among younger people, and 
is a model of conciseness. 

In the ‘‘ Addenda”’ (pp. 65-71) the compiler has ‘‘ proposed to 
correct certain erroneous statements which have been printed in 
several historical publications in connection with the accounts 
that have been given of Michael Webber.’’ This is an exeellent 
idea and deserves the attention of curators of genealogical col- 
lections, who might well write into the several publications men- 
tioned the necessary reference to this volume, 

One interesting detail about this particular family concerns 
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Elizabeth, daughter of the first Michael Webber. She was taken 
captive by the Indians, carried to Canada, and sold to Nicholas 
Pinaud in Montreal. Although she married Paul Otis, an Eng- 
lishman, in Montreal, some of her descendants married into 
French Canadian families. Hence the volume is of some interest 
to Canadian libraries. 

The book has been well printed and bound by the Tuttle Com 
pany of Rutland, Vt., and contains an adequate index. 


Ancestral Proofs & Probabilities. An Occasional Bulletin. Number One.

IHlandsome in stvle, this pamphlet contains 1,000 items gathered 
from original court and church records, largely of the southern 
states. The compiler is known to genealogists everywhere as the 
editor of the County Court Note-Book (10 vols.), which has done 
so much to preserve and make available priceless records buried 
in the county court-houses of the South. Publication of the 
Note-Book will not be continued; its work will be continued in 
these occasional bulletins. 

The marriage references, which fill seventeen pages, are drawn 
from many sources, and relate to families resident all the way 
from Georgia north to Pennsylvania, Delaware, and East Jersey. 
Marriage licenses of Effingham County, Ga., are given a page, 
and four pages are devoted to items showing relationships from 
Marvland Inventories. 

The items are arranged by the initial letters of the surname, 
but not in strict alphabetical sequence. There is no index, 

This is source material, with the reference to contemporary 
documents for each item. Many long-sought ‘‘missing wives’’ 
of ancestors should be discovered in these double-columned pages 
of closely-printed genealogical condensation. Recommended as 
one of the indispensable books for reference libraries. 

Another bulletin has been prepared, which will be published 
as soon as enough subseriptions are received. It will be mimeo- 
graphed and priced at $1.50, —D.L. J.

For the 
benefit of others, the following facts are published. Lydia 
Reeder (1788-1840) who married Samuel Woodworth in New 
York City on 23 Sept. 1810, was the daughter of William Reeder 
(1764-1804) and Julianna Smith his wife, of Blooming Grove, 
Orange Co., N. Y., who were married in Orange Co. in 1783. 
Proofs of the above: (1) Notice in N. Y. Post for 24 Sept. 1810. 
(2) Will of Julian Reeder, dated 11 Apr. 1840, proved 12 Apr. 
1841, Hall of Records, N. Y. City, Liber 83, p. 209. (3) N. Y. 
City Directory, 1826-7, 1838-9. (4) Census of 1790, N. Y. State. 
(5) Werner’s Long Island Genealogies, pp. 99-102. This last 
reference gives the parents of Juliana Smith as Samuel Haines* 
Smith (Samuel, Arthur' of Brookhaven, L. I.) and Mary Helme 
(dau. of Phineas). Incidentally, Werner states that Lydia, 
daughter of William and Juliana (Smith) Reeder, married Sept. 
1810 Samuel ‘‘Woodhull,’’ but there is ample proof that the 
name should be ‘‘ Woodworth,’’ and in the preceding paragraph 
Werner stated his uncertainty in transcribing these facts from a 
very blurred manuscript.—S, W. M, 


AT THE EDITOR’S DESK 


With the present issue, THe AMERICAN GENEALOGIST concludes 
its fourth year. Begun at the depth of the Depression in 1932, 
the editors feel that a little boastfulness may be forgiven. It 
was not expected that the magazine would make money for its 
publisher; and it hasn’t. ‘*‘ Blessed are they who expect nothing, 
for they shall not be disappointed.’’ But during the four years, 
the magazine has made many friends, trod on a few toes, and 
gained slightly in the number of subscribers. 

THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST is the only genealogical journal 
in the country unconnected with any society or commercial 
organization and published at private risk which (1) publishes 
over 200 pages annually, (2) issues a complete name index 
annually, and (3) is general in scope. It has published, during 
its four years, and thanks to its editors and contributors, more 
identifications of the English origin of early colonists than any 
other periodical during the same four years. Only two other 
periodicals in the country equal or exceed THE AMERICAN GENE- 
ALOGIST in the amount of original genealogical data published 
annually, and they are both society organs. With the greatest 
respect for our contemporaries and the admirable work they are 
doing in larger or smaller fields, and with no feeling of competi- 
tion, we nevertheless feel that there is a distinct place for our 
independent journal to fill. 

THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST is not published for profit. The 
Editor-in-Chief, as well as the Contributing Editors, donate their 
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time. Thus far, we have paid printing bills and mailing costs, 
and small (inadequate) amounts for the labor of indexing and 
the necessary clerical assistance in proof-reading and the han- 
dling of cireulation details. Each year, we need a few new 
subseribers, to replace those who pass to a better land or feel 
that they cannot afford to continue their subscriptions. Forging 
ahead is slow work, but we have a little better than held our own. 

The price of the magazine is based on the cost of printing 
divided by the number of subscribers. This also conditions the 
number of pages we can afford to print. If each subscriber 
would renew and bring us one new subscriber, we could publish 
a larger magazine and materially reduce its price. Our first 
objective is to publish eighty instead of sixty-four pages in each 
issue. To do this would require a net increase of about forty 
subscriptions, or a subvention of about $200 a year. The present 
issue contains seventy-two pages. Subscribers will receive the 
benefit of such progress as we make, in a larger and more useful 
magazine. 

The Advertising Privilege 


THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST accepts no paid advertising. 
Professional subscribers of good repute (that is, of good profes- 
sional repute, we do not undertake to censor their private morals) 
are allowed the privilege of inserting their ‘‘cards’’ in one of the 
back pages or covers of the magazine without charge, subject to 
certain conditions. The acceptance and publication of their 
advertising does not mean that the magazine or its editors recom- 
mend those who advertise, or guarantee their work; on the other 
hand, the right is reserved to decline to publish the ecards of 
genealogists who are reputed to be fraudulent, unethical, or 
grossly incompetent. 

The conditions: (1) By May Ist, the genealogist’s prepaid sub- 
scription to the coming volume, together with the exact wording 
of his advertising, must be in our hands. (2) The advertising 
will appear unchanged in the four issues of the next volume; 
changes during the course of the yvear involve extra expense to 
the magazine, and if essential, a reasonable charge will be made 
forthem. (38) No new advertising can be accepted after May Ist 
for any issue of the coming volume, 

The same terms are offered to printing houses, book dealers, 
and others who are engaged in a business connected with 
genealogy. 

The Contributing Editors 


THe AMERICAN GENEALOGIST is under great obligations to its 
Contributing Editors. There is no permanent staff. Genealo- 
gists of ability, both professional and amateur, who have shown 
an interest in the magazine and have donated acceptable articles, 
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are from time to time invited to become Contributing Editors. 
As space in the magazine is not unlimited, only a few can be thus 
recognized. Appointments are for two years, but those who con- 
tinue to favor the magazine with notes or articles of importance 
are invariably retained on the staff so long as they desire. It is 
assumed that those who remain inactive during the two years 
will be ready to step aside at the expiration of that term, with 
entire good feeling, so that the magazine may recognize the most 
active non-members of the staff by inviting them to become Con- 
tributing Editors. The dropping of a name from the staff is 
of course no reflection either on the magazine or on the person 
whose name is dropped; it may be because that Editor was too 
busy to continue the connection, or because the magazine felt the 
need of recognizing the interest and zeal of a new-comer. Here- 
after, when no acceptable note or article has been received from a 
Contributing Editor for two years, his resignation becomes auto- 
matic, without notice. 


Contributed Articles: Scope of the Magazine 


At the present time, we are quite overwhelmed with good 
material for publication, and at least for several months we 
cannot accept long articles (over ten printed pages) unless they 
are of unusual importance. We shall be happy to consider shor! 
notes and articles containing new discoveries pertaining to the 
origin of early colonists or the early colonial generations. 
Connecticut material is not desired at present. Our files are 
already bulging with more good Connecticut material than can 
be published promptly, and we prefer not to accept articles and 
hold them awaiting publication for an unreasonable length of 
time. Always write and describe your proposed contribution 
before submitting it, unless it is a short note. 

THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST is not limited in scope, but the 
bulk of the genealogical matter published is and will remain 
northern. We could not do justice to all sections without greatly 
expanding the size of the magazine. The magazine is and will 
remain what its editors and contributors make it. We have 
invariably chosen and published the best material submitted. 
This has been, geographically, preponderantly New England 
(particularly western New England) and New York (particu- 
larly Long Island). The Editor-in-Chief has tried hard to 
obtain good articles relating to other sections, and can only 
conclude that a great majority of the subscribers are specially 
interested in the geographical region mentioned. We wish to 
give the subscribers what interests them; so while we shall con- 
tinue to publish an occasional article dealing with families of 
other sections, the bulk of the material will pertain to the same 
region as in the past.
